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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-25 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a 

system/method for high voltage testing of twisted insulated conductors, comprising a 
transmitter disposed within a rotating mechanism of a twinner for transmitting an 
electromagnetic wave signal carrying information representative of fault detection 
characteristics of the twisted insulated conductors, the information being derived from 
the sparks generated between an electrode and the twisted insulated conductors; and a 
receiver disposed outside of the rotating mechanism for receiving the electromagnetic 
wave signal from the transmitter, and in the combination as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
